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TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


The report of the librarian contains all the statistics 
pertaining to the running of the library for 1904 and ref- 
erence is made thereto for the same. The expenditures of 
the West legacy has been curtailed for want of room for 
so large an addition of books as its amount warrants for 
purchase, We have expended on this account $57.23, in 
accordance to the terms of the Catherine Wood West will. 
Every ftiend of our library is aware that it has reached a 
size that taxes severely the capacity of an ordinary dwell- 
ing house. In our opinion the time has come when a home 
should be provided for our library. Its size demands it, 
its present wants imperiously require it, its value invites 
it, shall it be provided? Will public spirit respond now to 
the call? During the year we have issued a four-page sup- 
plement, which with the catalogue contains all the books 
belonging to the library. These our librarian will present 
to every family applicant. We live in an age when libra- 
ries*are well nigh universal, and library buildings are to 
be found in nearly every town. Libraries are made a co- 
ordinate part of the school system as well as for general 
entertainment. That they have not in the past, or in the 
present even, been fully utilized is a cause for regret, and 
we hope that a change in this respect may attend the near 
future.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 


To the School Board of Westmoreland: 


Gentlemen—It is my privilege to present to you and 
through you to the citizens of Westmoreland my third 
annual report. 


TEACHERS. 


The average quality of service rendered by our teachers 
during the past year, will compare very favorably with 
former years. | 
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At the close of the school year in June we lost by 
resignation or otherwise all but one of our teachers. 
Those who are now filling their places have served so 
efficiently that it is hoped they can be retained for a much 
longer time. 

One of the most serious causes of weakness in the 
schools of the smaller towns of our state is found in the 
frequent changes of teachers. I would recommend in this 
connection that, as far as possible, no teacher be engaged 
for a period less than one year, provided her work proves 
satisfactory. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Under its present capable principal, Mr. W. F. Avery, 
the Westmoreland grammar and high school maintains its 
excellent reputation for scholarship and conduct. It is ex- 
pected that a class, creditable in point of numbers and 
ability, will be graduated from the regular three years’ 
course this year. 

The course of studies for all our schools should be 
somewhat revised and made more definite in some subjects. 

In revising the course of study for the high school it 
would seem best to give more prominence to the needs of 
those pupils who cannot take a more extended high school 
course in other towns. Some provision should also be 
made for those young men and women of our town who 
feel the need of more education, but cannot take the full 
three years’ course now offered. 

For such students a course comprising exercises in 
practical English, business methods, commercial arithmetic 
and bookkeeping, together with some work in elementary 
science and civics could be arranged. | 

If it could be planned for this special work to be taken 
for the most part in the winter terms, it might prove of 
great value to many young people who would otherwise 
lack such advantages. 

If it is also thought best to include in the course the 


24: 


studies required to secure the state approval for a two or 
three years’ course, an assistant teacher might be necessary 
for at least a part of the year. 

A child at the age of fourteen may have Aniaeea the 
larger part of the grade work required and is under no 
legal obligation to attend school. But no normal child 
under ordinary conditions should end his school days at 
this early age. For him to do so is little short of a 
calamity to himself as well as to the community. 

His reasoning powers are then more readily developed 
than at an earlier age, and he can be trained to see the 
facts learned in their larger relations and make practical 
application of what he acquires. 

His earning capacity, his opportunities for happiness, 
and his value as a citizen will all be seriously limited if he 
only fulfills the legal requirement of school attendance. 

For these reasons it is most encouraging to note the 
general interest and loyalty manifested toward our high 
school by pupils and citizens generally throughout, the 
town. . 

The school has done good work so far in what might 
be termed its experimental period. But under wise official 
direction and supported by an intelligent public sentiment, 
it may attain in the future a much larger measure of use- 
fulness to the community. 


ATTENDANCE. 


What has been said of the importance of attendance 
above the legal age of fourteen applies with still more 
force to those under that age. For the child, who, by 
absence or irregular attendance, loses his interest and 
standing in the grade work is less likely to be able or 
willing to profit by advanced instruction in a high school. 

Can there be any valid excuse for allowing a child in 
good health to remain out of school for an entire term or 
to attend so irregularly that non-attendance would be 
better for him and the school? 
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The parent who, for trivial reasons, allows his child 
to stay away from school fails in his highest duty as a 
parent and citizen and should be made to feel the force of 
public censure and official action. 


TEXT-BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


The expense for books and supplies this year has been 
much less than a normal average. 

The Ward and Heath readers purchased this year have 
proved helpful in giving classes greater variety, interest, 
and power of expression. Each pupil should be able to 
read readily not less than five books adapted to his grade 
before being promoted to a higher class. 

I would recommend that enough Frye’s geogtaphies 
be purchased to supply all the schools in town, also a 
few more supplementary readers. 

Much more satisfactory work could be done in primary 
classes if they could be provided with more of the com- 
paratively inexpensive material for busy work and object 
lessons. 

. LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR. 

One hindrance to effective grading is our short school 
year. It is hardly reasonable to expect our pupils to ac- 
complish in thirty weeks what pupils in other schools do 
in thirty-six or forty. It would improve conditions con- 
siderably if two weeks could be added to our school year. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


No extensive repairs of our school buildings seem nec- 
essary. But in each building there are one or more mat- 
ters demanding attention. One of the most pressing needs 
is at the North End division where a new stove and pipe 
are much needed. 

Several outbuildings should receive attention for moral 
as well as sanitary reasons. 

Few realize how largely a child is influenced by his sur- 
roundings. Well-lighted, cheerful, attractive rooms assist 
materially in securing good order and scholarship. 
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At a comparatively trifling expense, rooms which now 
are somewhat dark and forbidding might be made attrac- 
tive and homelike. The rooms could be thoroughly cleaned 
and the furniture dressed; the ceilings and walls could be 
tinted or painted in light cheerful colors, and the windows 
could be provided with opaque shades rolling from the 
bottom, or provided with adjustable fixtures so that the 
eyes of the pupils would not suffer from inet or in- 
sufficient light. | 

Quite extensive repairs are in progress in the heating 
arrangements at the village schoolhouse by which it is 
hoped to improve the conditions of both heat and venti- 
lation. 

But however perfect a system may be introduced, — 
much will still depend on good janitor service. The good 
results secured during the past winter are no doubt 
partly due to the faithful work of the janitor, guided by 
the intelligent oversight of the principal.
